DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 18 
December 2008 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-26 are allowed. Claims 13 and 26 are the independent claims. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent 4,133,394 to Wohlwend, which was 
applied to the claims in the office action mailed 7 October 2008. Suffice it to say, the 
patent to Wohlwend at least does not disclose "wherein the tool holder and the drive 
tube have bore holes extending in the direction perpendicular to the sliding fit and 
aligned with one another, and the locking element is inserted in the bore holes of the 
tool holder and the drive tube" as claimed in independent claim 13, or "four bore holes 
are located on a circumference of the tool holder, the four locking elements are 
cylindrical pins insertable into the bore holes of drive tube and the bore holes of tool 
holder securing the tool holder, and the four bore holes on a circumference of the tool 
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holder are covered by the internal ring of the protective sleeve" as claimed in 
independent claim 26, and as such does not anticipate the instant invention as 
disclosed in independent claims 13 and 26. 

Furthermore, there is no combinable teaching in the prior art of record that would 
reasonably motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to so modify the teachings of 
Wohlwend, and thus, for at least the foregoing reasoning, the prior art of record does 
not render obvious the present invention as set forth in independent claims 13 and 26. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
